9.  The  main  bulletin  boards 
are  restricted  to  announce¬ 
ments  of  all-school  events  and 
organization  announcements.

The 
same  balance  described  for  the  individual  learner  must 
also  be  achieved  by  society  .  .  . 

“The  Changing  Functions  of  American  Schools” 
School  and  Community 

Qchools  and  the  educational  institutions  hold  an  all  im¬ 
portant  key  to  the  formation  of  the  ideals  and  Values  on 
Which  a  society  is  based.  The  influence  which  the  educator 
wields  cannot  be  over-estimated.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  we 
view  with  some  alarm  the  ideas  expressed  in  “The  Changing 
Function  of  American  Schools.”

In  the  article  five  objectives  for  the  school  are  listed  in 
order  of  importance  as  physical  development,  emotional  ma¬ 
turity,  social  acceptability,  spiritual,  moral  or  ethical  ad¬ 
justment,  and  intellectual  or  mental  development.

The  major  flaw  in  such  reasoning  lies  in  the  use  of  such 
terms  as  “social  acceptability,”  “happy  living,”  and  “ac¬ 
cepted  by  his  peers  and  other  members  of  society.”  These 
terms  indicate  that  the  goal  of  education  is  to  create  a  happy, 
uniformly  self  satisfied,  and  acceptable  group  of  people.  This, 
we  believe,  should  not  be  the  course  pursued  by  this  nation’s 
or  any  nation’s  teachers. 

First  and  foremost,  a  school  should  stimulate  and  train 
the  minds  of  its  pupils.  Any  other  function  of  the  school  must 
be  subordinate.

Earl  Moss  on  the  Progressive 
Jazz  group  of  which  he  is  di¬ 
rector. 

The  object  of  the  group  is 
to  play  not  dance  music  but 
the  type  developed  by  such 


artists  as  Stan  Kehton.  In  fact, 
many  Kenton  compositions  arc 
used.  The  music,  is  of  a  more 
serious  nature  than  that  play¬ 
ed  by  many  big  name  bands. 

To  accomplish  their  aim  of 
“expanding  musical  horizons” 
the  band  employs  some  rather 
unusual  devices.  Among  these 
Is  the  use  of  instruments  not 
usually  found  in  a  jazz  band. 


Besides  the  brass,  there  are 
eighteen  reed  instruments 
used  in  the  band’s  repetroire. 
These  eighteen  reeds  are  all 
played  by  only  five  of  the  mu¬ 
sicians  in  the  band. 

The  seventeen  members  of 
the  group  and  their  soloist, 
Rosemarie  Adams,  will  make 
their  first  appearance  at  the 
Festival  of  Fine  Arts  Pro¬ 


gram  in  the  later  part  of  April. 
This  concert  will  include,  other 
than  the  Kenton  arrangements, 
two  original  numbers  by  Mr. 
Moss.  There  will  be  two  selec¬ 
tions  in  the  new  bossa  nova 
rhythm.  One  of  these  is  also 
a  Moss  composition.  Then,  “to 
get  back  from  way  out,”  there 
will  be  arrangements  by  Les 
Brown  and  Woody  Herman.

Charles  Fry  when  ho  pushed 
open  the  door  for  their  first 
class  meeting.  Since  then  the 
pipe-smoking,  Mr.  Fry  has 
dispelled  any  apprehensions 
they  might  have  had  with  his 
stimulating  lectures. 

A  native  of  America’s  heart¬ 
land,  Mr.  Fry  took  both  his 
B.A.  and  his  M.A.  degrees  from 
Wichita  University  in  History 
and  English  before  seeking  out 
Southern  California’s  offerings. 
He  worked  on  his  doctorate  in 
English  History  at  UCLA,  then, 
until  NWMSC  called.  It  was 
the  change  of  pace  in  living 
and  the  friendliness  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  which  he  noted  most  upon 
his  retlrn. 

Sailing  Is  one  of  Mr.  Fry’s 
favorite  hobbies  and  one  which 
he  naturally  misses  hero,  as  do 
his  wife  and  three  children. 
The  writing  of  poetry  has  be¬ 
come  his  hobby  forte,  with 
painting  a  close  second.  Mr. 
Fry  is  also  among  the  ranks 
of  the  book  collectors,  being 
primarily  interested  in  works 
of  English  history. 

Folk  music  fanciers  will  be 
interested  to  know  that  he  has 
spent  two  summers  in  the  0- 
zarks  collecting  this  type  of 
music  and  studying  it  and  its 
place  on  the  scale  of  musical 
evolution. 

This  summer  Mr.  Fry  plans 
to  spend  in  research  on  the 
period  of  restoration  of  the 
Stuarts  in  England  (1660-1714) 
at  the  Huntington  Library,  in 
California,  working  on  his  dis¬ 
sertation.

The  professors  meet  en  masse 
with  all  of  the  English  sections 
one  day  a  week.  The  other  two 
days  the  group  is  divided  into 
smaller  sections.  The  theory  of 
composition  is  the  topic  of 
study. 

The  small  groups  use  an 
overhead  projector  which  pro¬ 
vides  a  means  of  quickly  pre¬ 
senting  previously  prepared 
material  to  the  students  with¬ 
in  a  matter  of  seconds.

The  English  horn,  as  the  cor 
angelus  is  commonly  called  is 
one  of  the  rarer  instruments 
I  of  the  double  reed  family  which 
i  consists  of  instruments  such  as 
the  oboe  and  the  bassoon. 

A  sonorous,  mellow  nasal 
tone  characterizes  the  English 
horn  which  is  used  chiefly  in 
solo  passages. 

One  is  probably  most  famil¬ 
iar  with  the  use  of  the  English 
horn  in  the  “Going  Home” 
passage  from  the  New  World 
Symphony  by  Dvorak  where 
the  English  horn  plays  the 
melody. 

Watch  for  the  appearance  of 
the  cor  angelus  in  forthcoming 
presentations  of  the  music  de¬ 
partment.

I  Georgia  Tech  has  its  “Ram¬ 
blin’  Wreck”  and  the  Rose 
Bowl  victors  have  their  “On 
Wisconsin.”  Not  to  he  outdone 
NWMSC  has  its  “Alma  Mater,” 
a  traditional  part  of  college 
life  which  dates  back  to  1922. 

During  its  younger  days 
when  NWMSC  was  a  Normal 
School,  the  college  had  a  long 
list  of  songs  which  were  pop¬ 
ular  with  the  student  body. 
But  these  failed  to  make  the 
transition  when  the  school  be¬ 
came  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College. 

Mr.  Charles  R.  Gardner, 
head  of  the  music  department 
at  the  time,  introduced  a  song 
of  his  own  to  his  music  stu¬ 
dents.  By  “chain  letter”  dis¬ 
tribution  the  song  was  learned 
by  the  students.  And  on  Octob¬ 
er  4,  1922  the  student  assembly 
sang  the  “Alma  Mater,”  but 
not  quite  as  we  know  it  today. 
During  the  course  of  time  the 
second  stanza  proved  to  be  un¬ 
popular  with  the  students  and 
was  dropped. 

The  men  and  women  of 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Col¬ 
lege  sing  the  following  version 
of  the  song:
